‘Real nerve centre’ of 
Edmonton Transit to 
have more seamless 
monitoring in 
emergency situations

Edmonton transit users can 
count on increased safety 
on the city’s transit system 
thanks to an upgrade to the 
Edmonton Transit Safety and 
Security Control Centre. 

Centre staff will now get a 
better idea of what’s happen¬ 
ing on the system in emer¬ 
gency situations through a 
more integrated system that 
includes upgraded technol¬ 
ogy with LRT and vehicle¬ 
tracking capability. 

“We got to the point that 
we simply needed to upgrade 


the control centre,” said 
Quin Nicholson. 

The transit centre is the 
“real nerve centre” of Ed¬ 
monton Transit, the oper¬ 
ations base for the system, 
added Nicholson. 

The upgrades include a 
video wall to monitor the 
entire system that allows 
staff to switch back and 
forth between different 
parts of the system. This 
allows for a more seamless 
monitoring procedure dur¬ 
ing emergency situations, 
said the city. 

The modified control cen¬ 
tre also allows centre staff to 
zero in on a specific camera 
on a bus that has the real¬ 
time technology installed or 
to switch to a security cam¬ 
era at an LRT station more 
efficiently, according to the 
city. 

“As soon as something 
happens, we can be on the 
ball instantly and we can 
see what’s going on. We’re 
better positioned to assist 


people when events do hap¬ 
pen in this respect,” said 
Nicholson. 

The upgrades were much 
needed, with the original 
system dating back to 1978. 
City officials say the system 
eventually reached a point 
where smaller upgrades 
weren’t sufficient anymore 
due to the growth of the 
public transit system over¬ 
all. 

The process to monitor 
ETS is now more streamlined 
and all of the different parts 
of the system now “talk to 
each other” more efficiently. 

Thanks mostly to dollars 
from the province in the 
form of a $6.2-million Muni¬ 
cipal Sustainability Initiative 
(MSI) grant, the system will 
now be able to accommodate 
Edmonton Transit growth 
for the next 30 years through 
this unified system. 

Further extensions of the 
LRT line as planned will also 
be accommodated through 
the upgraded transit centre.

Elections Alberta 
to test blind voting 
device 

For the first time in 
Alberta’s histoiy, visually 
impaired voters will be able 
to cast a ballot and keep it a 
secret like eveiyone else. 

Elections Alberta is 
piloting a new voting device 
during the four upcoming 
byelections, which will al¬ 
low blind or partially-sight¬ 
ed voters, as well as citizens 
with other disabihties, to 
vote on their own. 

John McDonald, the 
executive director and 
regional vice-president of 
the CNIB, said it’s a major 
victory for the visually 
impaired. 

Previously, visually 
impaired voters had to have 
someone mark their ballot 
for them or use a more 
complicated voting device. 
The new device allows 
people to hear the names of 
those people running and 
mark their ballot. 

McDonald said it means 
something most of us take 
for granted, is now available 
to the visually impaired. 

“The right to cast one’s 
vote in private or secret bal¬ 
lot is considered enshrined 
in democracy,” he said. 

Drew Westwater with 
Elections Alberta said 
they’re happy to have the 
device ready for testing 
in the byelection. He said 
the great thing about this 
device is that the ballot is 
marked just like any other 
voter would vote. 

“It marks it in such a 
way that when it’s mixed 
in with all the other ballots, 
no one would ever know,” 
he said. 

The device will be avail¬ 
able during advanced vot¬ 
ing at the returning office 
in all four byelections.

the service’s digital media 
unit, said the app brings 
together a lot of informa¬ 
tion about the service in 
one place. 


“It’s mainly just a way to 
access all of our external, 
social media and news in¬ 
formation on our phone,” 
he said. 

James said other police 
agencies have similar apps 
and EPS wanted to reach 
citizens where they are. 
The app has police news 
releases and social media 
accounts, contact informa¬ 
tion for police stations and 
even allows users to report 
certain crimes online. 

In missing persons cases 
or with extreme weather or 
other dangerous situations, 
police can even contact app 
users directly. 

“We do have the ability 
to send alerts directly to 
people’s mobile devices,” 


said James. 

James said that could 
have been used during the 
HUB mall shooting or the 
hostage taking at the Work¬ 
ers’ Compensation Board to 
post urgent information or 
even to identify suspects. 

“If we’re looking for 
somebody who just commit¬ 
ted a crime and we’re act¬ 
ively looking for this person 
... we can put his picture out 
and have a much broader 
audience looking for this 
guy,” he said. 

James said now that they 
have the basic platform 
available they hope to add 
to it in the future, includ¬ 
ing possibly integrating the 
department’s online crime 
maps.

Long emergency-room waits 
could get nipped in the bud 
— or at least that’s the plan, 
as the province’s health au¬ 
thority unveiled a new tactic 
to increase patient flow in city 
hospitals. 

On Thursday, Alberta 
Health Services CEO Vickie 
Kaminski joined Health Min¬ 
ister Stephen Mandel at the 
University of Alberta hospital 
to announce the launch of 
two new Rapid Transfer Units. 

Each hospital will receive 
between eight and 15 beds 
to service patients taking up 
room in the emergency de¬ 


partment who don’t necessar¬ 
ily need to be there. 

Kaminski said that in¬ 
cludes patients waiting to be 
discharged, transferred or 
admitted to another depart¬ 
ment. 

The $2.1-million pilot pro¬ 
ject will run for five months 
at the U of A and Royal Alex¬ 
andra hospitals in the city, 
with plans to possibly expand 
the program across the prov¬ 
ince. 

“We’ll know at the end 
of the third or fourth month 
whether or not this is suc¬ 
cessful,” said Kaminski, add¬ 
ing hospitals throughout the 
province could expect to see 
the program budgeted in the 
2015/2016 year. 

Mandel said the latest pilot 
is just one step in creating a 
better patient flow. 

“It’s really all about get¬ 
ting the proper access into 
the system,” he said. “Right 
now, there are blockages at 
the emergency department.”

Firefighters get ready for possible Ebola calls 



Edmonton’s fire-rescue servi¬ 
ces will take new precautions 
when responding to Ebola- 
like calls, said the city’s fire 
chief, after Edmonton experi¬ 
enced its second scare over 
the weekend. 

Chief Ken Block said Ed¬ 
monton’s Fire Rescue Service 
underwent a thorough review 
this week of how it will re¬ 
spond to medical calls after a 
patient was taken to the Royal 
Alexandra with a potential 
contagious illness Saturday. 


“We’re using this as an op¬ 
portunity to review our cur¬ 
rent practice,” said Block. 

Block said Ebola is just one 
of a number of different infec¬ 
tious diseases staff could en¬ 
counter when responding to 
an emergency call. 

“Things like hepatitis C 
and B are a risk eveiy day out 
there,” he added. 

Each year, fire services 
responds to approximately 
26,000 medical events. Mov¬ 
ing forward, members will be 


responding to each call as if 
they were “wet” — meaning 
there are body fluids present. 

Block called the revision a 
work in progress and will be 
increasing personal protect¬ 
ive equipment for members. 

“We’ll be going through 
more (personal protective 
equipment) than we’ve ex¬ 
perienced in the recent past,” 
he said. 

Similar measures were 
taken in Calgaiy, where the 
city has $1.8 million worth of 


pandemic equipment in stock 
and has ordered additional 
equipment to protect police, 
firefighters and other staff 
in the event of an Ebola out¬ 
break. 

Block also noted fire ser¬ 
vices is working closely with 
Alberta Health Services to 
ensure responding staff is on 
high alert for individuals with 
specific conditions, including 
a higher fever and specific 
travel histoiy.

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Politics. Wildrose says 
PCs received illegal funds 
from public coffers 


Alberta’s Opposition says a free- 
dom-of-information request 
has revealed more illegal dona¬ 
tions to the PC Party. 

Wildrose Leader Danielle 
Smith says documents show 
the party accepted more than 
$102,000 between 2004 and 
2010 from taxpayer-funded 
municipalities, post-secondaiy 
schools and school boards. 

Smith says those are “pro¬ 
hibited corporations” under 
Alberta elections laws. 

A request for comment 
from the Alberta PC Association 
was not immediately returned. 

The Wildrose has written 
to chief electoral officer Glen 
Resler and provided him with 
the documents that the party 
says detail 238 instances of im¬ 
proper donations from 41 dif¬ 
ferent parties. 

Individual donations ranged 
from $25 to $4,000 for such 
events as golf tournaments for 
members of the legislature, PC 
party annual meeting dinners 
and leader dinners for former 
premiers Ralph Klein and Ed 
Stelmach. 


Legal move 


• The Tory government 
passed a law in 2012 
prohibiting Elections 
Alberta from being able 
to disclose illegal dona¬ 
tions received prior to 
2010, so the Wildrose 
made access requests to 
municipalities, school 
boards and post-second- 
ary institutions. 


“That’s over $100,000 of tax¬ 
payer dollars that should have 
gone to roads or classrooms or 
research that instead ended up 
in the PC party election war 
chest,” Smith said at a Calgaiy 
news conference Thursday. 

A report by the province’s 
former chief electoral officer 
listed 45 cases of illegal contri¬ 
butions to the Tories between 
2010 and 2011 from towns, 
municipalities, school boards 
and other publicly funded or¬ 
ganizations.

SMOKING BAN IGNITES DEBATE 
ON PLAZA'S INCLUSIVENESS 



Thanksgiving Sunday, on what 
would surely be one of the 
last bike rides of 2014,1 cut 
through Churchill Square just 
as Edmonton Arts Council staff 
packed up the music speakers 
until spring. Any time now, 
snow will fall on the square 
and, save for a few festive 
occasions, it will revert to its 
regular scheduled program, 
something vaguely resem¬ 
bling The Walking Dead in its 
barrenness. And soon it could 
be even emptier if a well-in- 
tended smoking ban passes. 

Coun. Michael Walters 
proposed the bylaw to prevent 
rude scenes like the ones he 
saw at this summer’s Movies 
on the Square. Not on the 
screen, but in the audience: 
groups of smokers sidling up 
to small children. 

“When it’s -20 C and there 
are a few people hanging out 
having a smoke, I don’t think 
we need to dedicate resources 


to crack down on them,” he 
says. “(But) what’s the best 
strategy to ensure people 
smoke in a designated area 
when there’s programming 
and families?” 

A fine, obviously. 

It sounds like a slam dunk 
until you consider this: 460 
annual events makes it aw¬ 
fully difficult to intermittently 
enforce a law. The department 
overseeing bylaws suggested it 
could only work with a blanket 
approach. No smoking within 
the perimeter of Churchill 
Square — period. It already 
applies to the fountain area in 
front of city hall. 

Edmonton invests $100,000 
a year on programming 
through EAC alone, for events 
such as lunchtime Zumba 
classes. Taste of Edmonton and 
other popular festivals which 
have helped make Churchill 
Square truly deserving of its 
status as our civic plaza. 

But the vitality of a civic 
plaza is also determined by its 
casual use. The City under¬ 
stands that. Since 2010, it has 
added planters, a piano and 


a fleet of colourful tables and 
chairs that should have existed 
long ago. But a 24/7 smoking 
ban could hinder that progress, 
worried Coun. Ben Henderson 
at Wednesday’s community 
services committee meeting. 

And it’s not just a question 
of how Churchill Square is 
used, but by whom. Even on 
that unusually warm October 
weekend, most of its users 
appeared to be part of the 
homeless, or those one bad 
cheque away. 

Robin Mazumder, an occu¬ 
pational therapist working in 
mental health, sees them every 
day in the square or his down¬ 
town office. “As a health-care 
professional I certainly don’t 
condone smoking cigarettes,” 
he says, “it’s been documented 
that people with mental health 
issues smoke to cope with 
these symptoms and illnesses 
such as schizophrenia.” 

According to some mental 
health organizations, one-third 
to half of the U.S. homeless 
population have schizophre¬ 
nia, and among those nearly 
nine in 10 smoke. Nearly 


75 per cent of all U.S. home¬ 
less smoke according to the 
National Health Care for the 
Homeless Council. 

Mazumder fears that a ban 
would either ticket those who 
can’t afford the fine or inadver¬ 
tently drive them out of the 
square. “If the streets is where 
these people live, and that’s 
their living room, then that’s 
where they go to be together.” 

Walters doesn’t want to see 
that either. “I’m not interested 
in fining young people or 
homeless people, I’m inter¬ 
ested in them moving toward 
the edge, especially when these 
events are on.” 

Edmonton has made great 
strides with proactive task 
forces to end homelessness and 
eliminate poverty. But if only a 
blanket smoking bylaw is pos¬ 
sible, which Mayor Don Iveson 
supports, it may send the 
opposite message. Combined 
with the downtown building 
boom of luxuiy condos and 
hotels and the arena, we risk 
over-sanitizing the core until 
it’s no longer welcoming for all 
walks of life.

“That has a direct impact on 
the provincial coiffures,” he said. 



Earlier this month, Premier 
Jim Prentice and education 
minister Gordon Dirks an¬ 
nounced 15 new schools for Ed¬ 
monton and extra cash to fast 
track nine that had been previ¬ 
ously announced.

Edmonton police are asking 
the public for help solving 
a vicious beating that left a 
17-year-old man in life-threat¬ 
ening condition. 

Police were called to the 
incident nearly three weeks 
ago, on Sept. 28 around 9:30 
p.m. in the Griesbach area. 


When they arrived, police 
found the young man semi¬ 
conscious and lying in a park¬ 
ing lot behind a large condo¬ 
minium complex on McCrae 
Avenue and Castle Downs 
Road. 

The man was treated and 
taken to hospital, but his 
condition has continued to 
deteriorate and he’s now in 
intensive care. 

Acting Sgt. Lawrence Aveiy 
with EPS Northeast Division 
said police were hoping the 
victim would be able to iden¬ 
tify the attackers himself, but 
that hasn’t happened. 


“We thought that it was 
better to speak with him 
first, but his condition has 
continued to deteriorate,” he 
said. 

Witnesses reported three 
Caucasian males, believed to 
be in their 20s, with short 
hair and dark clothing. They 
fled the scene in a dark four- 
door sedan.

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Community leagues say dealing 
with city their biggest challenge

Edmontonians say city pro¬ 
cesses are some of the biggest 
hurdles in right now, accord¬ 
ing to a recent report, some¬ 
thing local community league 
presidents hope will soon 
change. 

A survey done by the Ed¬ 
monton Federation of Com¬ 
munity Leagues (EFCL) found 
that out of the 627 Edmonton¬ 
ians who participated, 69 per 
cent said the city was the big¬ 
gest stumbling block for com¬ 
munity leagues. 

Since members are volun¬ 
teers and not necessarily fam¬ 
iliar with how to deal with city 
council, it can prove to be chal¬ 
lenging, say league presidents. 

“In my opinion, people 
who are involved in the com¬ 
munity league system repre¬ 
sent those people who are in 
some cases most passionate 
about their neighbourhoods, 
so I don’t think you can easily 



dismiss when someone has a 
concern about something in 
their neighbourhood,” said 
Chris Buyze, Downtown Ed¬ 
monton Community League 
president. 

How best to represent the 
community, obtain funding 
and advocate on behalf of the 


community were also points 
brought forward by the people 
who did the survey. 

City council opted to 
change the way they do public 
consultation as part of a three- 
year initiative that will review 
best practices around the 
world, according to the city’s 


website. 

“Often times, community 
leagues will get very frustrated 
because they’re just lost in the 
process and there’s no clarity 
on how they could and should 
engage with the city on how 
to address their fundamental 
programs,” said Bill Moore-Kil- 


gannon, Riverdale community 
league president. 

“I’m hoping things will get 
better and I’m really hoping 
that the two councillors ... are 
actually going to come up with 
something substantive that ac¬ 
tually works with community 
leagues.” 


Trade-off. 

One-sided 
parking ban 
being tested 
this winter 

If a planned pilot program for 
a one-sided parking ban works 
this winter, the city wants to 
know if residents are willing to 
accept it city-wide. 

This winter, four neighbour¬ 
hoods in the city will receive 
higher levels of snow clearing. 
In exchange they will lose 
parking on one side of their 
street. The hope is that having 
one side clear of vehicles will 
improve the process. 

Laura McNabb, a spokes¬ 
person for the transportation 
department, said they want to 
see how the snow pilot works 
first, but taking it city-wide is a 
possibility. 

“If it’s successful and the 
people in those communities 
... are happy with the trade-off 
... then it’s something we 
would definitely look at for 
other neighbourhoods,” she 
said. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
he’s confident the pilot will 
provide better service, so it’s 
up to residents to decide if they 
can live without street parking. 

“I will be shocked if this 
doesn’t provide fantastic 
service that people love, it’s 
just whether they’re willing to 
sacrifice parking to have that 
increase in service.”

Four weeks deadline 


Alberta's privacy 
laws set to expire 

Alberta’s privacy legislation, 
parts of which were declared 
unconstitutional by the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada last 
year, will be rendered invalid 
unless a motion to extend its 
legal life is granted within 
the next four weeks. 

In a unanimous decision 
last year, the court gave the 
province one year to amend 
its Personal Information 
Protection Act (PIPA) after 
striking down the law over a 
case involving people being 


videotaped crossing a picket 
line in Edmonton. 

The deadline to make 
changes was set as Nov. 15, 
but the provincial govern¬ 
ment has yet to do so and, 
after Premier Jim Prentice 
prorogued the legislature last 
month, the assembly won’t 
now sit again until Nov. 17. 

Eldon Mcllwain, a spokes¬ 
person for Service Alberta 
Minister Manmeet Bhullar, 
told Metro this week a mo¬ 
tion to extend the deadline 
has been “formally filed” 
with the Supreme Court, 
“and they have given notice 
that it was received.” 

Edmonton-Centre Liberal 


MLA Laurie Blalceman said 
the extension “will probably 
be granted” but still said 
things should never have 
come to this point. 

“The government did 
clearly know what needed 
to be fixed and they sat on 
their thumb for 12 months,” 
she said. 

If the legislation does 
expire, however, Blalceman 
said it would mean “total 
disarray for many small- and 
medium-sized businesses,” 
as they would suddenly be 
subject to federal privacy 
laws instead, which are 
substantially different.

Swine enthusiasts in Strathmore 
say they’ve been hogtied and 
had no choice but to send away a 
prized porker credited with help¬ 
ing their youngster catch some 
shut-eye. 

The Dahl family first took 
ownership of Chuckles, a Viet¬ 
namese pot-bellied pig, two 
years ago after he was found run¬ 
ning loose in Airdrie. They then 
watched in awe as daughter Cas¬ 
sandra became close with the big- 
bellied hog, even allowing him to 
sleep in her own bed. 

Cassandra, now nine, had suf¬ 
fered from night terrors since 


pretty much birth, according to 
father Trevor Dahl, but Chuckles 
helped greatly in relieving her 
late-night tension. 

“He was great,” he said. “Once 
they (pot-bellies) know where 
food comes from they don’t run 
away, they don’t try to get out. I 
could take you into 20 houses and 
you’d never even know there was 
a pig in there living.” 

But Strathmore’s bylaws don’t 
allow the keeping of poultry, fowl, 
bovine, equine and porcine — 
pigs fall into the latter categoiy. 

The Dahls shipped Chucldes 
out of Strathmore to a friend’s 
farm last year but kept fighting 
to bring him home. The Dahl 
family brought Chuckles home 
again in September after a freak 
snowstorm caused damage to his 
home, but it’s believed a neigh¬ 
bour called city bylaw officers to 
complain.

Chuckles has since been sent 
away again and Cassandra’s moth¬ 
er Christine Dahl said she hates 
seeing her daughter suffer “for no 
reason.” Cassandra has struggled 
to sleep since Chuckles left and 
has often sought her parents bed 
in the middle of night in recent 
weeks for comfort. 

“It’s her security, it’s her secur¬ 
ity blanket, you don’t see things 
usually like this and it’s just amaz¬ 
ing how the two of them have con¬ 
nected,” she said.

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Ebola deaths 
exceed 4,500 


Out of control. With 
the total number of 
cases doubling every 
four weeks, more 
than 9,000 have been 
infected by the virus 


The death toll from Ebola has 
surpassed 4,500 people from 
the 9,000 infected, while the 
outbreak is still out of control 
in three West African nations, 
a top official with the UN 
health agency said Thursday. 

Dr. Isabelle Nuttall, director 
of the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion’s (WHO) global capacities, 
alert and response, said new 
numbers show the outbreak 


is still hitting health workers 
hard despite precautions — 
with 2,700 medical workers in¬ 
fected and 236 dead — mainly 
because Ebola victims are most 
contagious around the time 
they die. 

Nuttall said the focus of the 
world’s efforts should remain 
on the countries where the 
outbreak has been spreading 
out of control. 

“Our data shows that cases 
are doubling every four weeks. 
The disease is still widespread 
in Guinea, Liberia and Sierra 
Leone, and there is persistent 
transmission of the virus,” she 
told a news conference in Gen¬ 
eva. 

Although the effects of 
the crisis are increasingly be¬ 
ing felt beyond its epicentre 


in West Africa, until now two 
nurses in Dallas and a Madrid 
nursing assistant are the only 
ones known to have contracted 
Ebola outside the hot zone. 

Nuttall added it will take 
months before the virus is 
contained, while the WHO has 
identified 14 African countries 
— a list including Cameroon, 
the Democratic Republic of 
the Congo, Ghana, Central Af¬ 
rican Republic, Senegal, South 
Sudan and Nigeria — where 
being prepared for a potential 
outbreak and being able to 
contain it are top priorities. 

“They’ve been chosen be¬ 
cause either they have land 
borders with the affected coun¬ 
tries ... or they have high trav¬ 
el or trade routes,” Nuttall said.

Smaller Ebola 
donations scarce 

Individual Americans 
donated generously in 
response to many recent 
international disasters, 
but current response to 
the Ebola epidemic has 
only been modest. 

Joel Charny, vice 
president of InterAction, 
an umbrella group for 
U.S. relief agencies, said 
people are more likely to 
donate when they foresee 
a happier conclusion.

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Vancouver’s Oppenheimer Park 
tent city gone, many still homeless 



Finding homes. More 
than 200 people lived 
in the park since

An overnight reprieve didn’t 
stop a homeless camp from be¬ 
ing dismantled by authorities 
on Thursday. 

Several people were arrested 
by police Thursday afternoon 
after the majority of campers 
in Vancouver’s Oppenheimer 
Park reluctantly packed up 
their belongings and left as vol¬ 
unteers, while city staff and fire 
officials dismantled tents and 
cleaned up the park under the 
watchful eye of a large police 
presence, in accordance with a 
court-ordered injunction. 

Despite a Wednesday, 10 
p.m. deadline to take down the 
tent city, police decided not to 
enforce the injunction in the 


middle of the night. 

That seemed to have a calm¬ 
ing effect the following mor¬ 
ning on efforts to break up the 
camp, home to more than 200 
people since July. 

“It has been quite peaceful,” 
said Pivot Legal Society lawyer 
DJ Larkin, who had a team of 
legal observers at the park. 
“The police are standing by, 
it’s mostly fire rescue that have 
been interacting with people. 
From what I’ve seen, they’ve 
been doing so respectfully.” 

Authorities were pleased 
with the progress being made 
until approximately a dozen 
tents remained. 

Police congregated at the 
park until about 4:30 p.m., 
when they moved in and ar¬ 
rested four people who refused 
to take down their tent. 

A line of officers blocked off 
the police wagon and faced pro¬ 
testers who were singing and 
drumming while the campers 
were taken into custody. 

The city says 56 campers are 


now living in permanent hous¬ 
ing, and another 62 have been 
placed into temporaiy shelters 
as of Wednesday night. But re¬ 
sentment over the city’s efforts 
to disperse the homeless still 
lingers. 

“They shouldn’t have done 
it to begin with,” said Dan Wal¬ 
lace, one of the camp’s leading 
advocates. “Some campers are 
willing to take the facilities 
offered, but it doesn’t work 


for eveiyone. There are a few 
couples here, they’re not going 
to separate (to get into gender- 
specific shelters). The city is 
making the homeless homeless 
again, the logic is stupid.” 

Jeffrey Dean Caldwell, 
a homeless man who has 
camped at the park since July, 
said he was willing to stay at 
Oppenheimer and risk arrest. 

“I’m here until the end, I 
have nothing to lose,” he said. 


“The last couple of days have 
been frightening in the camp. 
(The city) wants us to go, but go 
where?” 

Larkin said Pivot has been 
urging campers to comply with 
the court injunction. 

“There are a few people who 
have said they’d like to stay and 
made a stand, our advice to 
them has been to not breach 
the court order,” she said. 
“Many people are resigned to it, 


they know and are packing up. 
But they’re also saying, ‘I don’t 
know where to go, I need more 
time, I don’t have a plan.’” 

Homelessness remains a 
major issue in Vancouver even 
with the camp gone, she said. 

The regional district’s 2014 
homeless count recorded 2,770 
people living without a home, 
an increase from 2,650 in 2011. 

Street homelessness in Van¬ 
couver is nearly doubled to 538 
people from 273 in 2013. 

In addition to shelter spaces, 
the city says three buildings 
with 259 units of housing are 
slated to open soon. 

The city has also comman¬ 
deered a former hotel to tem¬ 
porarily house another 157 
people starting in November. 

The city has argued that con¬ 
ditions of the camp have stead¬ 
ily deteriorated and that it is 
unsafe, with Mayor Gregor Rob¬ 
ertson pointing to the death of 
a 69-year-old man there as evi¬ 
dence of the poor conditions.

‘GamerGate.’ Angry 
video game players 
are harassing female 
gamers; no one has 
been held responsible 


Under the banner of “Gamer- 
Gate,” angiy video game play¬ 
ers are harassing and threat¬ 
ening prominent women in 
the game community — and 
few, if any, are facing conse¬ 
quences. 

GamerGate began in Au¬ 
gust, when a diatribe about 
game developer Zoe Quinn 
surfaced online, written by an 
ex-boyfriend and alleging she 
slept with a journalist to en¬ 
sure a positive review for her 
game Depression Quest. Angiy 
users pounced, spreading the 
allegations and sending Quinn 
threatening tweets and phone 
calls. 

GamerGate supporters 
argue it has sparked a discus¬ 
sion about bias in video game 
journalism, while critics be¬ 
lieve the movement is merely 
a front for misogynistic attacks. 

“They say they’re about 


ethics in journalism, but the 
only thing they’ve produced 
in two months is harassment 
against marginalized people,” 
said Veerender Jubbal, an as¬ 
piring video game critic based 
in Brampton, Ont., and the 
creator of the #StopGamer- 
Gate2014 hashtag on Twitter. 

Last week, game developer 
Brianna Wu fled her Boston 
home after her address was 
posted on the Internet along¬ 
side rape and death threats. 
The Twitter user responsible 
called Wu a “feminist asshat” 
and was upset she had mocked 
GamerGate. 

On Tuesday, feminist media 
critic Anita Sarlceesian can¬ 
celled a lecture at Utah State 
University after the school 
received a threatening email. 
Sarlceesian — who hails from 
Toronto — was slated to speak 
about the portrayal of women 
in video games. 

“I will write my manifesto 
in (Sarlceesian’s) spilled blood, 
and you will all bear witness to 
what feminist lies and poison 
have done to the men of Amer¬ 
ica,” the letter said. 

Despite the fact that many 
of the activities carried out 


under the GamerGate banner 
are illegal — such as harass¬ 
ment, slander and uttering 


threats or hate speech — no 
one has been held responsible 
or charged. 


Diversity in gaming 


Jennifer Alla way is a U.S. 
researcher who studies di¬ 
versity in the game industry. 
She has interviewed numer¬ 
ous gamers and developers 
and says GamerGate is in no 
way reflective of the broader 
video game community. Ac¬ 
cording to Allaway’s findings: 

1 78 per cent of women and 
71 per cent of men sup¬ 
port attempts to hire more 
women in the game industry. 

2 87 per cent of women and 
70 per cent of men want 
to see more female protag¬ 
onists in video games. 

-^83 per cent of women and 
3 73 per cent of men believe 
diverse development teams 
create better-quality games. 


“We actually don’t have 
legislation that’s caught up with 
the nature of these threats,” 
said York University professor 
Jennifer Jenson. “Right now, we 
have no real recourse.” 


For Jenson, the problem is 
less about the need for new 
laws than it is about the need 
to enforce those that exist. She 
believes police need to be bet¬ 
ter educated on how the law 
applies to online activity. 

“A lot of people, when they 
go to report cyber-harassment 
to the police, they feel like 
they’re talking to a brick wall,” 
she said. 

Danielle Citron, a legal 
scholar at the University of 
Maiyland, agrees. Her recent 
book, Hate Crimes in Cyber¬ 
space, features interviews with 
Anita Sarlceesian and describes 
how initially, she was reluctant 
to approach police. 

“There were hundreds and 
hundreds of posts. It was daunt¬ 
ing,” Citron said. “How do you 
go after the cyber-mob?” 

The FBI is investigating 
some of the threats made 
against Sarlceesian — particu¬ 
larly a bomb threat that was 
sent to the Game Developers 
Choice Awards in San Francis¬ 
co last March — and Citron is 
hopeful that some of the worst 
offenders may actually end up 
before a court.

Canadians have long com¬ 
plained about the high cost 
of living, especially in our 
larger cities such as Vancou¬ 
ver. 

But as graveyards fill up 
and land prices soar, parts of 
Canada are becoming expen¬ 
sive places to die — especial¬ 
ly Vancouver. Other places 
in Canada seem relatively 
inexpensive. 

For example, at some 
Metro Vancouver cemeter¬ 



ies where vacancy is run¬ 
ning low, asking prices for 
in-ground burial plots with 
space for two caskets can 
run as high as $52,000, while 
a double crypt mausoleum 
can come with a price tag as 
steep as $60,000. 

According to industiy ex¬ 


perts, that high cost of burial 
is only going to keep rising as 
graveyard space continues to 
dwindle in a city already no¬ 
torious for its sky-high real 
estate prices. They say the 
issue highlights a need for 
changes to provincial legisla¬ 
tion that controls how cem¬ 


eteries can sell burial plots. 

“We’re going to hit that 
wall eventually,” said Glen 
Hodges, manager of Moun¬ 
tain View Cemetery in Mount 
Pleasant. 

“The space that exists is 
basically the space we al¬ 
ready have, so as those cem¬ 


eteries start to fill up ... that 
puts pressure on those cem¬ 
eteries in terms of pricing 
that remaining space.” 

At Mountain View, the 
City of Vancouver’s only cem- 
eteiy, Hodges said there are 
only 700 or 800 graves still 
available for casket burials. 

The cost of a burial plot 
is $22,500, he said, which 
includes space for up to two 
caskets, up to eight cremated 
remains and up to four grave 
markers. 

While the price may seem 
exorbitant, Hodges said the 
fee is “good value” consid¬ 
ering families can reuse the 
burial plot, placing two new 
caskets eveiy 40 years, a perk 
that is only offered at Moun¬ 
tain View. 

At private cemeteries, the 
cost can run even higher. In 
Burnaby, B.C. a double-depth 
plot at Ocean View Burial 
Park ranges from $30,000 to 
$52,000.

“Three people in our 
group were swept away (and) 
we tried to find them but 
there was about 20 metres of 
snow accumulated at the bot¬ 
tom of the avalanche.” 

The death toll in the tra¬ 
gedy was revised upward 
Thursday to 27, with four 
Canadians among the dead 
and others among the rough¬ 
ly 70 people missing. 

Three Quebec women 
were reported missing, in¬ 
cluding Genevieve Adam. 
Her father feared the worst 
as he travelled to Nepal. His 
brother, Francois Adam, said 
Genevieve was asleep in her 
tent with other trekkers. 

“What I know is that it 
happened at around four 
o’clock in the morning,” he 
said. “She was sleeping, (and) 
bang! it hit and passed over 
them and they were carried 
down along with the ava¬ 
lanche.”

The student union at London, 
Ont.’s Fanshawe College was 
handing out cups Thursday, but 
they didn’t contain coffee. 

The area sees five cases of 
chlamydia a day, according to 
the Middlesex-London Health 
Unit, and so health workers 
are raising awareness by at¬ 
tempting to set a Guinness 
world record for the most tests 
for sexually transmitted infec¬ 
tions in 24 hours. 

The health unit will make 
two attempts, the first began 
Thursday at Fanshawe and the 
second will take place at nearby 
Western University on Tuesday. 
The record of 767 tests was set 


in Basingstoke, England, on Val¬ 
entine’s Day in 2013. 

Students at the University 
of Calgary attempted to break 
the record in April but were un¬ 
successful, recording 501 tests. 

Students take a sample cup 
into the washroom and bring 
it back with urine. The sample 
will be tested for chlamydia 
and gonorrhea, and anyone 
with a positive result will be 
contacted. 

“Chlamydia and gonorrhea 


(positive results) are higher 
than the provincial average in 
Middlesex-London,” said health 
promoter Chris Blain. 

Among those being tested 
were nursing students Michael 
Cunha and Burcu Iltan. 

“It’s better to raise aware¬ 
ness,” Iltan said. “As nursing 
students, that’s ideally what we 
should be doing.” 

Cunha chipped in: “We 
should be an example and help 
alleviate the stigma.”

TV. U.S. network 
introducing its own 
online streaming service 


CBS is jumping on the cord¬ 
cutting bandwagon, launching 
a stand-alone digital streaming 
service for $5.99 a month that 
will offer subscribers access to 
its current and older shows. 

The news comes a day after 
HBO said it plans to offer a 
streaming-only service next 
year. 

Americans are increasingly 
turning to digital media to 
watch TV and movies. About 45 
per cent of Americans stream 
television shows at least once 
a month, according to research 
firm eMarlceter. That number is 
expected to increase to 53 per 
cent, or 175 million people, by 
2018, it says. 

“With video consumption 
habits changing all the time, 
it is veiy important that we 
continue to provide the best 
local news, entertainment and 
sports via a service like CBS 
All Access,” said Peter Dunn, 
president of CBS Television 


Stations, in a statement. “Tele¬ 
vision stations have been the 
fabric of local broadcasting for 
75 years, and today’s announce¬ 
ment is part of paving the way 
for the next 75.” 

The broadcast TV network 
says 15 current prime-time 
shows such as The Good Wife 
and Survivor will be available 


the day after they air on the ser¬ 
vice, called CBS All Access. 

Subscriptions to the ser¬ 
vice will include the ability to 
stream CBS stations live in 14 
markets and watch previous 
seasons of current shows as 
well as older shows from both 
CBS and other networks like 
Twin Peaks and Cheers. 


But five-streaming of sport¬ 
ing events, including NFL cover¬ 
age, is not available. 

Other monthly streaming 
services, Hulu and Netflix, cur¬ 
rently offer some CBS shows 
for streaming, but the CBS All 
Access service offers a more 
complete catalogue.

Refoims. India overhauls 
cumbersome labour laws 
to boost investment 


Indian Prime Minister Naren- 
dra Modi announced a series 
of labour reforms on Thursday 
aimed at transforming Asia’s 
third-largest economy into an 
international manufacturing 
hub. 

Modi said he wants to over¬ 
haul India’s archaic labour laws 
to make it easier to do business 
in the countiy, attract invest¬ 
ment and promote it as the 
world’s next cheap manufac¬ 
turing nation. 

India’s labour laws, many 
written when India was a Brit¬ 
ish colony, strictly regulate hir¬ 
ing and firing of employees and 
require large amounts of paper¬ 
work that often deter compan¬ 
ies from employing new staff. 

“Ease of business is the first 
and foremost requirement” for 
making India a global manufac¬ 
turing hub, Modi said in New 
Delhi. 

The new rules include chan¬ 
ges that would make it easier 
for employees to link their 
Provident Fund savings — a 
payroll-funded government 
savings scheme — to their

bank accounts and allow them 
to transfer the funds as they 
move jobs. 

Factoiy inspection reports 
will now be uploaded to a gov¬ 
ernment website within three 
days, unlike current arbitrary 
checks that manufacturers 
say allow inspectors to harass 
them. 

The prime minister 
launched a “Make in India” 
campaign last month and has 
promised to bring the countiy’s 
slumping economy back on the 
growth track.

Entrepreneur 
wants people to buy in 
to country’s first Bitcoin 
currency exchange

Calgarian Joseph David has 
come to Toronto seeking 
money. He’s the founder of Can¬ 
ada’s first and largest Bitcoin 
currency exchange, and he’s 
hoping to convince Canada’s 
traditional financial establish¬ 
ment to get into Bitcoin. 

“I’ve been preparing all my 
life for this,” said David in an 
interview. 

David gave a presentation 
at the World Money Show 
on Thursday. He’s hoping to 
get players in “mainstream 
finance” interested in Bitcoin 
so they’ll be customers of his 
exchange, CAVIRTEX (pro¬ 
nounced “C-A Virtex”), which 
charges 0.5 to 1.5 per cent to 
exchange Bitcoins for Canadian 
dollars, depending on the value 
of the trade. 

“I’m looking forward to get¬ 
ting onstage in front of finan¬ 
cial industry experts and main¬ 
stream finance, who haven’t 
even heard of Bitcoin yet,” he 
said. 

He’s also attempting to se¬ 
cure venture capital support 
for his company to expand and 
launch the first Bitcoin invest¬ 
ment fund in Canada.

He may have a tough time: 
The volume of Bitcoin trading 
has gone down over the past six 
months, as has its price. Bitcoin 
is currently trading at about 
$430, significantly down from 
its peak of almost $1,200. 

When David got into 
Bitcoin, it was worth about $1. 

In 2010, a friend told David 
about the virtual currency and 
he shuttered his telecom com¬ 
pany to go into Bitcoin full¬ 
time. 

“I asked, ‘Where do you buy 
it?’ And the answer, back then, 
was at a Denny’s in Calgaiy 
on Macleod Trail. It was like a 
dating service: You had to go 
online and find someone,” he 
said. “You had to go with the 
laptop and the cash and shake 
hands. 

So David saw the need for 
a Canadian currency Bitcoin 
exchange to make it easy for 
everyone to buy and launched 
CAVIRTEX in 2011. 

Last winter, in the months 
after the FBI brought unpreced¬ 
ented worldwide attention to 
Bitcoin by busting Silk Road — 
the illegal online market that 
used the currency—Bitcoin hit 
its all-time-high value. 

But then in March the 
world’s largest Bitcoin ex¬ 
change, Mt. Gox, imploded into 
bankruptcy through alleged 
hacking and mismanagement, 
taking customer’s wealth and, 
according to David, many 
people’s faith in Bitcoin, with it. 

“The interest just died down 
and there was fear,” he said. 

Now he thinks that fear is 
easing and Bitcoin has recently 
seen a small rally.

Report. Most N.Y.C. Airbnb 
listings violate laws: AG 


Nearly three-quarters of the 
New York City listings offered 
by the short-term rental service 
Airbnb violate city or state laws, 
New York state’s attorney gen¬ 
eral charged Thursday. 

A report by Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Eric Schneiderman also 
charged that many of the list¬ 
ings are placed by commercial 
operators running illegal ho¬ 
tels, not by New Yorkers rent¬ 
ing out a spare room. 

In one instance, Schneider¬ 
man said, a single commercial 
user made $6.8 million. 

The report is based on data 
obtained by Schneiderman’s 
office as a result of a May 2014 
subpoena. It examined New 
York City Airbnb bookings be¬ 
tween Jan. 1, 2010 and June 2, 
2014. 

During that time, the report 


said, 25,532 of 35,354 private 
short-term listings — 72 per 
cent — violated state or city 
laws. 

It is generally legal to rent 
out a room while the home- 
owner or tenant is present, but 
many listings violated city zon¬ 
ing laws because the legal resi¬ 
dent of the unit was away when 
the Airbnb client stayed there, 
a spokesman for Schneiderman 
said. Additionally, he said, some 
listings violated state tax laws. 

The report charged that 
large operators controlled a dis¬ 
proportionate number of list¬ 
ings. It said just six per cent of 
hosts ran large-scale operations, 
but that group generated 36 per 
cent of all rental transactions 
and collected 37 per cent of 
total revenue, or $168 million.

Richard: Mark, Fuiy is a 
brutal war film with excit¬ 
ing and well-executed battle 
sequences, but its most vi¬ 
cious scene takes place over a 
meal, at a table set with a lace 
tablecloth. It happens mid¬ 
way in the film after the crew 
has captured a German town. 
Once bullets stop flying, two 
local women prepare a meal 
for Wardaddy and Norman. 
The long scene begins with 
tension as the ladies tiy to 
figure out if the Nazi hunt¬ 


ers mean them harm, but 
when the core group crowds 
around the table it becomes 
something akin to a surreal 
family dinner where real hu¬ 
manity, or lack thereof, is laid 
bare. It could have stopped 
the movie dead, but instead 
is a welcome interlude that 
showcases the effects of bat¬ 
tle on a tightly knit but dis¬ 
parate group of men. 

Mark: Yes, Richard, it’s an ex¬ 
cruciating scene, and I mean 
that in the best way. What I 
liked about it was the way 
it disposed of the “greatest 
generation” mythology and 
showed American soldiers as 
borderline rapists and sad¬ 
ists. Not Pitt, of course, who is 
just and fair, but some of the 
soldiers who saved us from 


the Nazis were swine them¬ 
selves. It is a depressing irony 
in a film that’s too tough for 
irony. I admired the general 
toughness of the movie. War 
is not glamorized; it’s shown 
to be a cesspool of degrada¬ 
tion, a literal mud bath. I 
can’t even imagine what the 
mud budget was for the pic¬ 
ture. 

RC: The mud budget and the 
cost of the fake body parts 
that litter the battlefield 
must have rivalled Pitt’s sal¬ 
ary. Those are the details, 
however, that give the movie 
so much of its grit. The din¬ 
ner scene helps open the 
movie up and keep it from 
becoming Das Boot on land, 
but I was fascinated by the 
tank interiors. A sense of 


claustrophobia, tension and 
fear percolates inside the 
tank cab and literally bleeds 
off the screen. It helps that 
the performances are veiy 
strong, but it’s the primal 
feeling of being trapped in¬ 
side the small space that 
gives the movie much of its 
oomph. 

MB: Yes, I couldn’t get into 
the elevator after I saw the 
film. The performances are 
strong, as you say, and I was 
most impressed by Shia La- 
Boeuf, who we can now all 
forgive for all those Trans¬ 
formers movies. Michael 
Pena is great, but he’s always 
great. A real surprise is Jon 
Bernthal, a relative newcom¬ 
er, who nails his southern- 
fried redneck character as 


a man you equally hate and 
pity. And what did you think 
of Pitt, Richard? 

RC: Pitt really pulls this off. 
At first I was concerned he 
was going to hand in a rehash 
of his Nazi-hunting character 
from Inglourious Basterds. 
That character was over-the- 
top, and so is this one in his 
own way. Much of his dia¬ 
logue sounds like it was writ¬ 
ten by Quentin Tarantino, 
but the character is deeper, 
not so much in what he says, 
but in his quiet scenes when 
everything you need to know 
about him is written on his 
face. 

MB: The sadness is even in 
his haircut, which has its 
own gravitational pull.

The script for Listen Up Philip 
grabbed Elisabeth Moss from 
the opening scene. It starts with 
its titular young novelist (ultim¬ 
ately played by Jason Schwartz- 
man) blowing up on a reliably 
late ex-girlfriend. Moss’ charac¬ 
ter, Ashley, isn’t immune to his 
hostility; she’s his girlfriend, 
and she’s taken aback when 
he suddenly, thanks to his new 
book, ups his a—holishness and 
dumps her. The experience 
wasn’t itself unpleasant; she’s 
already reunited with writer- 
director Alex Ross Peny for the 
thriller Queen of Earth, which 
just wrapped. 

So much of the press for this 
has involved what a jerk 


Philip is. But Schwartzman 
gives him at least notes of 
vulnerability. 

I knew Jason would bring 
humour and humanity. He 
wanted him to be somebody 
you wanted to watch. He 
couldn’t be so miserable that 
you didn’t want to watch him. 

I remember saying to Jason, “I 
don’t know how to describe 
this to you, but you’re going 
to be fine. You’re so interest¬ 
ing to watch, and he’s such an 
interesting character. People 
are going to want to watch you 
do this.” 

Still, it’s not like your charac¬ 
ter is just a doormat. She has 
issues, too. 

We asked, “How are these two 
people together?” We don’t 
really show them happy. We 
only show them when they’re 
not doing well. Then we 
started filming and we real¬ 
ized there’s so much of Philip 
in Ashley; the way she can 
isolate herself and how she’s 
independent and strong-willed. 
She can be grumpy, too. That’s 
probably what drew them 
together in the first place. 


The only difference is Ashley 
doesn’t carry that into her 
relationship. Philip does. 

She’s able to realize he’s just 
a jerk. 

I loved the idea of this woman 
going, “Wait a second, you’re 
an a—hole, and I don’t want to 


be treated like that.” She wakes 
up and goes, “You’re just not a 
nice person.” 

He’s still hard for her to shake, 
even after he’s been unbeliev¬ 
ably terrible to her. 

That’s the nature of relation¬ 
ships. Even if you’re with 


someone you shouldn’t be, you 
still love them. You still have 
an attachment to them. 

Though Philip wasn’t always 
this cruel, it’s hard imagining 
him ever being nice. 

He becomes more of an a— 
hole as he gets successful. It

brings out the worst in him. 

But his misanthropic nature 
was probably attractive in the 
beginning. Because he is funny.

She’s like, “It was 
funny when you were talking 
about other people, but now 
that you’re talking about me, 
this no longer works for me.”

The defining mysteiy of our 
species is what happens after 
our heart stops beating; after 
our warm shell turns cold and 
life ceases to be. 

Indeed, questions surround¬ 
ing death serve as the founda¬ 
tions of our life and the idea 
that life can exist after death is 
the root source of all our myth¬ 
ology. 

But if people can exist post¬ 
humously, if souls exist and 
continue to be trapped in some 
kind of spectral plane, how 
would we reach them? More 


importantly — how could they 
reach us? 

Enter the Ouija board. 

The Ouija, that mysterious 
alphanumerical board game, 
has, since it first became com¬ 
mercially available in 1891, fas¬ 
cinated and terrified those who 
have dared to make contact 
with the dead, either on a lark 
or with serious intent. 

The board itself was named 
after early investors in the 
product sat around with their 
fingers on the “planchette” 
(the pear-shaped wooded de¬ 
vice meant to channel ghosts) 
and asked the spirits what they 


should call the new gimmick. 

Reportedly, unseen forces 
then pushed them to collective¬ 
ly spell out O-U-I-J-A followed 
by a slide to the phrase “good 
luck.” That was enough of a 
sign, and the Ouija board was 
officially christened. 

Its powers now largely de¬ 
bunked, the Ouija board has 
long been a staple of parties, es¬ 
pecially popular amongst giddy 
teens hying to out-spoolc each 
other amidst binges of junk 
food and late-night horror mov¬ 
ie marathons, but there was a 
time when the Ouija board was 
thought to be a legitimate con¬ 


duit to the ether. 

Those mourning their de¬ 
ceased loved ones, finding no 
solace in prayer or religion, 
would seek out the board in 
an attempt to find comfort and 
closure. And real or not, the 
idea of the Ouija board is still 
potent enough that even the 
most sophisticated individual 
might break a sweat when clus¬ 
tered together with a group of 
people, hands employing cen¬ 
trifugal force to make the board 
“talk.” 

That’s the idea behind direc¬ 
tor Stiles White’s new thriller 
Ouija, opening next week and 


the latest in a long line of hor¬ 
ror films that have mined the 
mysteries of the purportedly 
haunted, mass-marketed “talk¬ 
ing board.” 

Films like: 

13 Ghosts (i960) 

Gimmick-master William 
Castle’s goofy horror classic 
in which Ghost Viewers were 
exploited to see the spooks on¬ 
screen, boasts only one legitim¬ 
ately frightening scene, when 
the family hunkers down in 
their new house and drags out 
the Ouija. As the music swells, 
the tone in the room turns 
from jovial to jarring as the 
walls rattle and the board steers 
itself to swear violent death to 
all those in the home. 

The Exorcist (1973) 

Fans of this essential fright flick 
tend to cite the more visceral 
moments of self-abuse and 
pea-soup puking, but for our 
money, the eeriest moment oc¬ 
curs when young Regan (Linda 
Blair) tells her mom plainly that 
someone or something named 
“Captain Howdy” is speaking 


to her through her Ouija board. 

Witchboard (1986) 

The most famous of all Ouija 
board shockers, in which fu¬ 
ture O.J. Simpson squeeze 
Tawny Kitaen messes around 
with the game and opens up a 
spectral portal to Hell, getting 
possessed by a malevolent spir¬ 
it in the process. 

A major hit with gullible 
kids in the 1980s, the film 
spawned several lame sequels 
and spiked Ouija board sales 
worldwide. 

What Lies Beneath (2000) 

This undervalued suspense 
masterclass has a pivotal plot 
arc when a harried housewife 
(Michelle Pfeiffer), convinced 
her home is haunted, goes to 
her local discount store to buy 
a Ouija board and proceeds to 
use it... in the bathroom, of all 
places. 

Like Pfeiffer does in that 
film, you, too, can pick up a 
Ouija board for a few bucks 
at any local store that stocks 
board games. But the question 
remains: should you?

Bruce McCulloch is called 
many things: funny, witty 
and on occasion, offensive.

Caesars Palace Jump (1967) 

The most iconic crash of his career, then little-known 
Knievel made a perfect jump over the Vegas hotel’s 
fountain only to crash — the infamous footage of which 
was filmed by then-unknown actress Linda Evans (who 
later starred on the ’80s hit soap-opera Dynasty).

Harry Potter author J.K. Row¬ 
ling is working on three new 
wizard-based movies to be 
released starting in 2016, stu¬ 
dio giant Warner Bros, has an¬ 
nounced.. 

The first, Fantastic Beasts 
and Where to Find Them, 
will be directed by David 
Yates, who directed the last 
four Harry Potter movies, and 
reunite the filmmaking team. 

It is described as “set in 
an extension of her familiar 


wizarding world, featuring 
magical creatures and charac¬ 
ters inspired by Hariy Potter’s 
Hogwarts textbook and its fic¬ 
titious author.” 

A second movie is set for 
release in 2018 and a third 
in 2021, the studio said. The 
first movie was announced 
last month. 

Rowling, who has sold 
more than 450 million cop¬ 
ies of the Hariy Potter books, 
announced in September that 


Warner Bros, had approached 
her about doing Fantastic 
Beasts. 

“I thought it was a fun 
idea, but the idea of seeing 
Newt Scaramander, the sup¬ 
posed author of Fantastic 
Beasts, realized by another 
writer was difficult. 

“Having lived for so long 
in my fictional universe, I 
feel very protective of it,” she 
said, explaining her decision 
to write the screenplay. 


Warner Bros, did not an¬ 
nounce who will direct or 
star in any of the films. 

Rowling’s Hariy Potter 
books and movies tell the 
story of the young wizard and 
his friends at the Hogwarts 
school of magic. 

The movies made global 
celebrities of its actors: Dan¬ 
iel Radcliffe as Hariy, Emma 
Watson as Hermione Granger 
and Rupert Grint as Ron

ABC plans to take a 
humorous approach to a 
delicate subject in Men in 
Shorts, a comedy inspired 
by Robbie Rogers, the first 
openly gay man to play in 
a top-level North Amer¬ 
ican pro sports league. 

Still relatively taboo, 
the subject of homosexu¬ 
ality in pro sports is at the 
heart of the comedy. 

The project is inspired 
by the stoiy of Rogers, 
the American soccer 
player who came out of 
the closet on his blog last 
Februaiy, at age 25, after 
a stint with the English 
team Leeds United. 

Simultaneously, the 
midfielder announced he 
was retiring from soccer. 
But a few months later, 
after deciding this was 
a cowardly choice, he 
joined the Los Angeles 
Galaxy and announced he 
hoped to use the platform 
to become a role model. 

Rogers will be a pro¬ 
ducer on Men in Shorts, 
which will explore the 
professional and personal 
life of a young gay soccer 
player not unlike himself, 
whose decision to be open 
about his sexual orienta¬ 
tion places him squarely 
in the spotlight. 

Rogers also wrote Com¬ 
ing Out to Play, a book 
about his experience, afp

Steve Jobs biopic. Christian Bale may 
play tech guru in Sorkin-penned film 


Two weeks after Leonardo 
DiCaprio turned down the 
role, Christian Bale is on 
his way to playing Apple co¬ 
founder Steve Jobs. 

The Hollywood Reporter 
says the British actor was 
in Sony’s sights for the role 
at the start of the project, 
when David Fincher was still 
attached to direct. 

Bale has now entered ne¬ 
gotiations with the studio 
following an unexpected 


opening in his schedule. 

For several months, the 
actor has been attached 
to headline The Deep Blue 
Goodbye, which Fox hopes 
to turn into a multi-film 
franchise. 

Negotiations recently hit 
a roadblock due to his re¬ 
luctance to commit to the 
sequels, giving Sony its win¬ 
dow of opportunity. 

Bale’s talks with Fox have 
since resumed, after the 


studio agreed to leave the 
sequel option out of the con¬ 
tract. 

In any case, Bale would 
film the Steve Jobs biopic be¬ 
fore The Deep Blue Goodbye.

Where I Belong. 

Great Big Sea singer’s 
memoir filled with 
fond childhood stories, 
not tales from the road 


No matter how far Alan Doyle 
strayed from his uniquely en¬ 
chanting hometown of Petty 
Harbour, N.L., he had his book 
to whisk him back. 

The Great Big Sea front¬ 
man spent years working on 
his memoir Where I Belong, 
scribbling during long road 
trips, sluggish sound checks 
or airport lounges the world 
over. Ultimately, a book that 
was originally intended to 
encompass the entirety of 
the 45-year-old’s life instead 
focuses almost exclusively on 
his pre-20s upbringing in the 
small fishing town. 

He just found that he 
couldn’t stop talking about 
Petty Harbour. 

“I assumed when we start¬ 
ed that we would eventually 
make our way to present day, 
but the time I got finished 
adding up all the stories I 
wanted to tell... I mostly told 
the stories about growing up 
in Petty Harbour,” said Doyle 
this week during a promotion¬ 
al trip to Toronto. 

Doyle’s cheerful childhood 
certainly wasn’t rooted in any 
financial prosperity. One of 
four kids, Doyle was bom into 
a tiny home on the eastern¬ 
most coast of Newfoundland. 
The house had no bathroom 
and no plumbing. His parents 
would bathe the family with 
river water, collected in a plas¬ 
tic bucket and heated on the 
stove. 

In the book and person, 
Doyle recalls his austere sur¬ 


roundings with nostalgic 
fondness. 

“I had somewhere to pee,” 
he pointed out, laughing. “We 
had water — in a bucket, but 
so what? That whole part of it 
was a revelation in my adult 
life. In retrospect, we had less 
than perhaps North Amer¬ 
icans my age had, but I never 
spent any time thinking about 
what we didn’t have. We had 
more than enough for me.” 

Still, Doyle went to work 
young. At 10 he was already 
immersed in the wharf, ris¬ 
ing early each summer day 
and heading to the harbour to 
cut cod tongues (considered a 
delicacy in parts of the world) 
then hawking the bounty to 
various vendors around town. 

Much of the book is de¬ 
voted to Doyle’s wistful recol¬ 
lections of growing up in that 
environment — and its oppor¬ 
tunities for innocent hijinlcs. 

As a 10-year-old, hanging 
out with rough-and-tumble 
guys in their 20s all day was 
“intoxicating,” Doyle said. 

While Where I Belong 
isn’t a traditional rock mem¬ 
oir, Doyle says it ties into his 
music career to a greater ex¬ 
tent than it might initially 
seem. 

“Without being aware of it, 
my young life almost perfectly 
prepared me for the greatest 
job anyone could have ever 
been offered,” he said. 

“All the stuff that hap¬ 
pened to me in my little tiny 
fishing town and my little 
altar boy life, all of a sudden, 
it’s like, man, I’m perfect for 
this job. Eveiy question that 
was asked of me I said, yes, of 
course I know how to do that. 
Of course I can do that. 

“‘This is going to be really 
hard on the road.’ What? We 
have a toilet. This is easy.”

Bewitched. ’60s sitcom 
casts TV spell once again 


Dark turn. Ottawa- 
born Tom Cavanagh 
shows his sinister 
side in popular new 
superhero series 


It’s only when you sit down to 
transcribe an interview with 
Tom Cavanagh that it makes 
sense why he’s part of The 
Flash. The man talks faster than 
the average human being. 

The comic-book-inspired 
superhero series bowed to great 
numbers Oct. 7, both in Canada 
on CTV and in the U.S. on the 
CW. Critical reviews have been 
positive, too. 

It’s a promising start for the 
series and for Cavanagh, an Ot¬ 
tawa native who has enjoyed a 
steady career in television de¬ 
spite never really being part of 
a hit show. 

The Queen’s University grad 
spent four seasons as the star 
of Ed, a sweet little comedy co- 
starring Modem Family actress 
Julie Bowen that ran from 2000 
to 2004. Other U.S. network at¬ 
tempts included Love Monkey, 
a 2006 CBS music business- 
based sitcom co-starring fellow 
Canadian Jason Priestley that 
barely got sampled. He teamed 
with another Canuck, Eric Mc¬ 
Cormack, for Tmst Me, a 2009 
ad-industiy effort airing on a 
U.S. cable channel. In between 
were several guest-starring 
stints on Scmbs as well as holi- 
day-themed TV movies. 


The Flash gives Cavanagh a 
chance to show a sinister side 
and play someone a little less 
charming than his usual on¬ 
screen persona. His character, 
Dr. Harrison Wells, is the evil 
genius behind S.T.A.R. Labs Par¬ 
ticle Accelerator. 

An accident at the labs 
causes a thunderstorm, which 
causes a chemical explosion. 
Young Barry Allen (Grant Gus- 
tin) is knocked unconscious 
in the blast but awakes to find 
he somehow has superhuman 
speed. Candice Patton, Danielle 
Panabalcer, Rick Cosnett and 
Carlos Valdes also star in the 


series, which is produced in 
Vancouver. 

Cavanagh says he was gob¬ 
smacked by all the explosive 
stoiylines in the scripts. He 
says, when viewers see what’s 
in store for the first nine epi¬ 
sodes, they’ll be amazed. 

“Eveiy episode is like a sea¬ 
son ender. I think the feeling is 
we have an opportunity here, 
let’s go for it.” 

Wells is confined to a wheel¬ 
chair — not the first time 
Cavanagh has acted sitting 
down. “I did a movie called Sub¬ 
lime — it’s like an indie filler— 
where I was missing a leg.” He

“I 
don’t talk about my family,” he 
politely but firmly tells a repor¬ 
ter. 

Still, he must be the Cool 
Dad to be teamed with The

Dave Grohl doesn’t think 
small. What began as an idea 
to challenge his band, Foo 
Fighters, turned into an HBO 
television series that cele¬ 
brates the musical heritage of 
eight American cities and the 
idea of music as a community. 
Foo Fighters: Sonic Highways 
debuts Friday at 11 p.m. EST. 

After the band recorded 
its last album in a garage, the 
ever-restless Grohl wanted 
to hit the road. He proposed 
visiting different cities, soak¬ 
ing up the local atmosphere, 
then concluding each visit by 
writing and recording a song 
referencing the experience, 
and sometimes featuring local 
guest artists. 

Grohl, whose 2012 Sound 
City film about a memorable 
music studio proved his ability 
to work in another medium, 
brought a film crew along. 

“There’s a family tree of 
American music, which we’re 
all branches of,” he said. “But 
you have to get into the dirt, 
into the roots, and find out 
where it all came from.” 

Friday’s premiere explores 
the blues and rock scenes in 
Chicago, and includes a visit 
with iconoclastic music produ¬ 
cer Steve Albini. 


An episode on Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. is personal for Grohl, 
who grew up nearby, and it 
shows how hardcore punk and 
the propulsive go-go music 
of black Washington thrived 
simultaneously. 

Subsequent episodes visit 
Austin, Los Angeles, Nashville, 
New Orleans, New York and 
Seattle — home base of Grohl’s 
first band, Nirvana. 

The stories illustrate how 
history, geography and even 
weather influence the sound 
of a particular city’s music. 

“I never considered that 
until I went to New Orleans 
and someone said, ‘You know, 
it’s the humidity,”’ he said. “It 
just knocks things out of tune. 
It makes the piano strings 
stretch, gives the horns a whole 
different sound. So when you 
listen to traditional New Or¬ 
leans jazz, it’s a little wobbly.”

Highways premieres Friday, 
Oct. 17 at 11 p.m. ET/MT 
online and on demand, and 
debuts on HBO Canada at 
midnight ET/MT. 


In Los Angeles, Grohl vis¬ 
ited Eagles guitarist Joe Walsh 
and heard what he answers 
whenever someone asks where 
Hotel California is. 

“There’s no building,” 
Grohl said Walsh told him. 
“Los Angeles is Hotel California 
— you can check out, but you 
can never leave. I got the chills 
when I heard that. I didn’t 
know that. That was so cool.” 

Grohl’s enthusiasm, his love 
for hearing and telling stories, 
is part of what attracted HBO, 
said Nina Rosenstein, a senior 
vice-president at the network. 

Each episode concludes 
with a performance of the song 
written in that city, and view¬ 
ers can follow along with the 
lyrics to see how the stoiy is 
filtered in. The album is set to 
be released next month. 

What ties everything 
together is the idea of music as 
a community. Fans, producers, 
music store owners — all join 
together to create a scene, to 
build emotional bonds. 

Grohl always hopes to 
inspire others, and if some 
teenage drummer gets ex¬ 
cited watching a drummer 
featured in Sonic High¬ 
ways, that’s all to the good.

Jack-o’-lantems are fun, but my 
favourite uses for pumpkins in¬ 
volve a little seafood. It’s time 
to see pumpkins in a new light. 

1. With the rack in the lowest 
position, preheat the oven to 
350 F (180 C). 

2. With a knife, remove the 
top of the pumpkin. With a 
spoon, scrape out the seeds 
until the inside of the pumpkin 
is smooth. Lightly oil the pump¬ 
kin, inside and out. Season the 
inside with salt and pepper. 
Place on a baking sheet. Bake 
for about 1 hour and 30 min¬ 
utes or until the flesh is tender. 
Keep warm. 

3. Meanwhile, in a saucepan, 
heat the chicken broth and 
clam juice. Set aside. 

4. In another saucepan, soften 
the shallots in the butter. Add 
the rice and coat with the but¬ 
ter. Add the broth, about 1 
cup (250 ml) at a time, stirring 
frequently until the liquid has 
been completely absorbed be¬ 


fore adding more broth. After 
about 20 minutes, the rice 
should be al dente. Remove 
from the heat and stir in the 
cheese. Adjust the seasoning. 
Pour into the pumpkin, stir 
and scrape some flesh into the 
risotto, to taste. Adjust the sea¬ 
soning. 

5. Meanwhile, in a large non¬ 
stick skillet, sear the scallops 
and shrimp, one after the other, 
in the oil. Season with salt and 
pepper. Stir seafood and chive in 
the risotto. Place the pumpkin 
in a serving dish in the centre of

With Thanksgiving done 
and dusted, the only pump¬ 
kin most of you may be 
interested in seeing is one 
grinning at you from your 
front porch on Halloween. 

I’m betting the lack of 
post-holiday love for jack- 
o’-lantern meat as a meal 
ingredient is because we 
associate it only with pie. 

Ricardo gets his gourd 
on in this week’s recipe:

Getting it done 

Begin at the bottom corner 
of the wall and apply mortar. 
The first layer will consist 
of full-sized veneer bricks. 
Once complete, prepare 
wood strips, about a half¬ 
inch wide, to create space 
between the first 
and second layer for 


veneer brick required. 

Cut several bricks in half 
before applying to the wall 
— this will help create a 
more natural look. 

Check your local 
building codes and al¬ 
ways use safety gear and 
assistance if necessary. 
Local hardware stores 
are always a good place 
to start. 


with this process. Wait for 
the grout to set. Once dry it 
will crumble like sand when 
brushed. Use a stiff brush to 
scrub and clean the bricks.

break the joints of the row 
below. Begin the third layer 
with a full-sized brick and 
the fourth one with a half¬ 
sized brick.

Final steps 

Once everything is dry, 
prepare a mortar mixture 
to grout the joints of the 
bricks. Use a grout bag 
when applying it to

St. Albert is a city of more than 
60,000 people just northwest 
of Edmonton, and while some 
might think of it as simply a 
bedroom community in the 
capital region, residents and 
city fathers would disagree. 

Nestled along the Stur¬ 
geon River and founded as a 


Metis settlement more than 
150 years ago, St. Albert hon¬ 
ours its proud past with herit¬ 
age sites like the Little White 
School House and original 
Lacombe chapel on Mission 
Hill.

Rodeo, Aboriginal Days, and 
numerous runs and mara¬ 
thons. 

It’s that community and 
neighbourhood development 
that St. Albert Mayor Nolan 
Crouse is particularly proud of, 
citing a doubling of grassroots 
events over the last 10 years 
at Servus Place, the Botanic 
Park, and Grain Elevator Park, 
where residents nurture that 
sense of community. 

“Residents have told us 
that St. Albert still feels like a 
small town, regardless of its 


size,” Crouse said. “It’s what 
they love most about the city. 
That, plus the abundant green 
spaces, 85 kilometres of paved 
trails, ravines and nearby river 
valley — the botanic side of 
the city. But I’d also add our 
school system and safe neigh¬ 
bourhoods — things that mat¬ 
ter to everyone.”

As new downtown condos, 
more schools and new com¬ 
mercial development con¬ 
tinues, St. Albert is poised to 
offer citizens the quality of life 
for which they have moved 
here. 

“We’re looking for that 
right balance of business and 
residential in the city,” said 
St. Albert business attraction 
manager Sean McRitchie. “And 
we’re thinking big, looking at 
major Canadian cities to at¬ 
tract investment. It’s no longer 
your grandmother’s St. Albert.”

St. Albert wants to be a 
“smart” city leader in Canada, 
and it’s taking steps to be just 
that. Since the fall of 2013, 
the city has started along the 
path to change, first with a 
“smart” city master plan and 
then joining with business and 
post-secondaiy institutions to 
create the Alberta Smart City 
Alliance. 

While St. Albert has a foun¬ 
dation of “smart” city efforts 
in areas like traffic manage¬ 
ment, building controls, a 
transit “next bus” program, 
free public Wi-Fi access and 
more, it has lacked a holis¬ 
tic strategy.

Biogenesis scandal 


Anthony Bosch 
pleads guilty to 
distributing PEDs 

The former owner of a 
South Florida anti-aging 
clinic pleaded guilty Thurs¬ 
day to charges of illegally 
providing performance¬ 
enhancing drugs to athletes 
including high-profile Major 
League Baseball players, 
most notably New York Yan¬ 
kees star Alex Rodriguez.

Sex-assault case 
against Jerry 
Jones filed too 
late: Judge 

A judge threw out a sex¬ 
ual assault lawsuit filed 
against Dallas Cowboys 
owner Jerry Jones on 
Thursday, saying the 
claims were barred by 
Texas law limiting the 
time in which a case can 
be filed. 

Jana Weclcerly had 
accused Jones of grabbing 
her genitals and forcibly 
kissing her in 2009. 
Weclcerly also alleged an 
attorney for Jones took a 
memory card with photos 
and destroyed it, and that 
she was paid hush money 
for several years after the 
incident. Jones denied the 
allegations. 

State District Judge 
Dale Tillery ruled that the 
allegations, even if true, 
fell outside the five-year 
statute of limitations for 
civil sexual assault cases. 

Tillery’s order also 
redacted certain allega¬ 
tions made by Weclcerly 
in court filings, and it 
banned attorneys on both 
sides from discussing the 
case with the media even 
after its dismissal.
